ment Beck made in 1951 listed no

Burke said Beck listed assets of 
$1,052,715. He said the only liabili­ 
ty listed was a $234,000 loan from 
the Security First National Bank 
of Seattle.

Meek, Western Springs, head of 
the Illinois Retail Merchants As­ 
sociation, foresees the possibility 
of a state income tax or another 
boost in the retail sales tax two 
years from now unless the present 
sales levy is amended to plug “ up 
alarming drains.” 
He estimates 
inequities in the tax are costing 
the slate $50 million. 
Meek, 
a persuasive person in 
dealing with lawm akers, feels that 
it is up to leaders of the Assembly 
to pass bills which would catch 
what he calls “ the man of m eans” 
but who now escapes much of the 
sales tax. 
He listed three items 
which he said should be the subj­ 
ect for action by the General As­ 
sembly. 
He said they are as fol­ 
lows: 
(I) Taxation of tangible person­ 
al property made on special order- 
example. 
A tailor-made suit es­ 
capes the tax-ready made suits are 
taxed: (2) taxation of tangible per­ 
sonal property bought under a con­ 
struction 
contraet-exampie.

and 
(3) Taxation of tangible person­

able if sold separately by the yard. 
Meek said if the sales levy was 
am ended to cover these items it 
would go a long way toward pre­ 
venting a further hike in the tax 
or stall off an income tax.
